evening of the 2nd, whereas the 
Chinese soldiers metely vesorted to 
the use of machine-guns against the 
invaders, The Chinese Defence 
Forces were also occupying various 
vantage points, whereas the Soviet 
attackers were not at all acquainted 
‘with the exact position of the Chi- 
nese machine-gun nests,

‘They say that a 
Red band, commanded by a Magyar 
known as the “Red Devil", crossed 
the frontier about September 20 and 
raided two villages inhabited by 
Cossacks, killing nearly the whole 
male population. The commander 
ordered the Red soldiers to kill the 
vomen as well, but this they refused 
to do, According to these state- 
ments altogether 84 Cossacks were 
killed.

When 
negotiations had been'started, China 
would propose a method for taking 
back the railway and, if this were 
agreed to, the question of the ap- 
ointment of new officials by Russia 
‘would not arise. 

Mr. Chou added that the delay 
in opening negotiations di not ad- 
versely affect China, as the railway 
was in her hands and che was 
operating it—Reuter.

‘Three Big Generals 


Sir Robert Ho Tung was inter- 
vwed on October bya represent. 
“North-China Daily 
News” on the occasion his: return 
from an extended visit to north 
uring which he met Generals 
@ Hsueh-liang, Yen Hai-shan 
and Feng Ya-hsiang, the three most 
important figures on the porthern 
1 stage at the present time, 
Sir Robert, whose trip with Lady zo 
Tung was purely in the interests of| 
furthering China's industries, spoke 
very highly of the hospitality shown 
him by the three leaders, whose: 
‘vest he was and whom he described 
Aas exceedingly kind, 

Prior to visiting the north, Sir 
Robert was the invited guest of Gen, 
and Mrs. Chiang Kai-shek and Mr. 
IT. V. Soong to attend the state funet 
ai of Dr. Sun Yat-sen in Nanking. He 
‘mentioned that tha General had’ put! 
hhim up in an enormous building of 
some 50 to 100 rooms, which has| 
recently been bought by Mx. Soong. 
He had had tea with Gen, and Drs. 
Chiang, who has asked him to stay| 
8 few days longer so that they could 
show him around Nanking. Owing 
to the heat and a slight fever, Sie 
Robert! was unable to accept. 

Dealing with his impressions of 
Mukden, Sir Robert said that these 
already:'had been broadcast and he 
was still strongly of the opinion 
that Manchuria was capable of great 
development. Gen. Chang Msueh- 
Jiang was doing his very best. to 
improve the Three Eastern Pro- 
vinces and the dispute with Soviet 
Russia was considered most unfort- 
uunate. However, the General had 
told him that all misunderstandings 
would be removed ‘and he expected 
2 peaceful settlement, 

‘The Mukden Arsenal Visited 


‘The General was very kind to him| 
and allowed him to inspect the. 
‘Mukden Arsenal, the aerodrome and 
the factory for the manufacture of 
trench mortars, all of which wore 
‘exceptionally well managed. The 
Arsenal was run entirely by Chinese 

id it appeared to “him, as an out- 
sider, to be in perfect order. He had 
been’ told afterwards that ani 
spection of the Arsenal was a 
privilege extended to few. During 
Sir Robert's stay in Mukden, Gen. 
Ho Feng-lin, former Commissioner| 
of Defence in Shanghai, who is now 
Chief Counsellor to Gen. Chang, 
attended him all the time. A motor. 
car was placed at his disposal so he 
was able to visit all places of im- 
portance, such as the Eastern and 
Northern Toms and the Imperial 
Palaces. 

“L understand that relations be- 
tween Gen, Chang and the National 
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.|Government are very cordial but I 
0,  did-not deal with the matter directly, 
ith thé General,” Sir Robert said. 





“General Chang’ has a very able| 
Neutenant in the person of Gen, 
Wang Shu-ban, former Governor of| 
Kirin, who is a man of very sound| 
judgment. Apart from being a. 
Statesman of no mean ability, Gen. 
Chang is an excellent financier. 1 
was able to judge this because we

ve hurled down an embankment at 
east 100 ft, deep. In making the 
trip we:had'to cross several. rivers. 
Upon my return from Wutaishan, 
T made cortain suggestions to Gen, 
Yen regarding the improvement of 
the voadways to the mountain. Gen. 
Yen was very pleased with my sag 
gestions and promised to give the 
matter due attention when he was 
not so occupied with politieal afta 

“Upon starting out for Wutai 
shan, L was told that it would bevery 
cold 40 Gen, Shang Chen, Governor 
of Shansi, vory kindly Ieng. me his 
own fur coat. ‘This proved — most 
useful for, when we reached Nanta, 
tho temperature was two degrees 
below zero and, owing to strong 
wind, it was impossible to light up 
fire for my bed. In spite of the 
facy that T put on two fur coats, 
two padded gowns and a couple of 
fur jackets 1 was so cold that I was 
unable to got any sleep. 

“Gen, Yen very kindly telegriph=

Ten Cents for a Room 
“On the Inst day of the trip, T 


stayed in a small village and had 
the unique experience of sleeping in 
the biggest Chinese hotel there for 
ten cents! My wife occupied one of 
hree large rooms, T tock one, and 
the servants had ‘the third, which 
was next to the kitchen, ‘To each 
90m, there was a compound, on the 
sides of which the mules were kept. 
In the centre, there was x huge fire 
kang bed on which 10 people coulel 

‘ort. Over the bed was 
nid a coarse mat. ‘There was no 























pillow, nor wore there my chairs, 
but there was a teapoy. In spite 
of all this, T was able to sleep well 





and I recived the utmost attention 
from the proprietor who continually 
brought me plenty of hot water, 
was amused and greatly amazed at 
the cheapness for, when the bill 
came, T found that T only had to 
pay 10 cents for each room! It 
was the cheapest lodging I have had 
in the whole of my life! For foot 
we ate macaroni, which cost us 2 
cents per head.”

Representing the National Gov- 
emment, Mr. ‘Tchou was the chief 
Chinese ‘delegate to the Conference 
which was held in Goneva during 
the first three weeks of June, Fol- 
lowing the Conference Mr. ‘Tehow 
‘made extensive tours to the several 
industrially-advanced countries in 
Europe to make a first-hand study 
of the Jabour conditions existing 
there. He returned to China in 
August by way of the United States 
of America, 


‘The Scope of the Problem 


“As T travelled about from place 
to place,” Mr. Tehou said, "I could 
not help gathering the impression 
that the labour probiom is a universal 
as well as an international problem, | 
‘the solution of which requires care, 
patience and, above all, internation: 
al co-operation. The’ fundamental 

f the International Or- 
ization of Labour is to get the 
different nations to face together 
this common problem and to try 
to find the right solution for it 
through their joint  statesmanship| 
and efforts. 

“At the last Conference, which! 
was attended by representatives. 
from more than 50 nations, a num- 
bor of important, conventions were 
adopted. Some of these axe yet| 
to be ratified while others already 
have been put into effect, As far| 
as China is concerned, the National 
Government is anxious to ratify 
them all, but we cannot do. this on| 
account of the difficulties involved: 
in carrying out the obligations im- 
plied by. these conventions, which,| 
‘once ratified, become just as’ binding 
‘as the other international treaties. 


Extrality Again 

‘One of the rudimentary re-! 
vements is that when these con- 
ventions are ratified by any country| 
they will have to be applied! 
universally in that country. Is this 
possible in China to-day, when’ 
vationals of foreign countries within, 
her territory do not sumbit them: 
selves to the jurisdiction of the: 
Chinese Government? Take Shang: 
hai, for instance. Here many’ 
factories are of the ownership and 
under the management of people of 
foreign nationalities. Will it. be 
possible for those conventions of the: 
International Labour Conference 
such as may be ratified by the 
National Government to be equally, 
applied in these factories which lie! 
outside the Chinese jurisdiction as| 
in the Chinese-owned factories? 
Evidently they cannot be. The 
Conference at Geneva was very 
sympathetic toward China on this 
point. This was shown by the 
enthusiasm with which the Con- 
ference adopted the resolution 
presented by the Chinese delega- 
tion.”

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RAILWAY CHANGES IN 
THE SOUTH 


Sun Fo's Reorganization Plans 
for Canton-Kowloon Line 


Nanking, Oct. 3. 


In x memorandum submitted re- 
cently to Mz, Sun Fo, Minister of 
Railways, a number of proposals 
were made by Mr, Liu Chu-ko, 
managing direetor of the Canton- 
Kowloon Railway, for the re-or- 
ganization of that line, Mr, Lia's 
‘memorandum follows: 


“The Canton-Kowloon Railways, 
running along the coast of Keang- 
tung province, had always to com- 
pete with steamship lines. As a 
result, the railway’s revenues from 
passenger traffic never came to any 
impressive figure, and those from 
‘goods traffic were even less, With 
the operation of through express 
service between. Kowloon and Can- 
ton, the ineome of the railway in- 
creased considerably and its re- 
vennes are enough to-meet its ex- 
penses. 

“Formerly the military authorities 
in Kuangtang owed the railway 
$956,127 for troop transporation ex- 
Denses, and this amount is to be 
refunded to the railway by the 
Canton-Hankow line, on behalf of 
the Canton Government, by monthly 
instalments of $250,000 each. It is 
proposed that $10,000 be set aside 
every month from this fund for the 
purchase of three locomotives. 


“More than 80,000 sleepers of the 
railway should be replaced, The 

sleepers, 
which were of the highest quality, 
from Australia. Last year the rail- 
way bought some from Singapore 
and they are found to be entirely 
unsatisfactory. It is, therefore, 
proposed that the new ‘sleepers be 
Durchased from Australia and that 
‘8 sum of $320,000 (Hongkong dol- 
lars) be appropriated for such pur- 
pose. The amount may be raised 
by setting aside $150,000 from the 
monthly instalment of $250,000 from 
the Canton-Hankow Railway. 


‘Night Express Suggested 


“The reveiues of the railway in 
June,’ 1929, from passenger trafic 
between Hongkong and Canton 
amounted to $96,200.31, and. those 
from goods trafic $15,738.22. With 
the purchase of new locomotives 
‘and the putting in of additional 
trains between Hongkong and Can- 
ton, the revenues of the railways 
should be greatly increased. It is 
discovered that revenues from tains 
going from Hongkong to Canton 
‘ave a good deal less than those from 
trains going from Canton to Hong- 
kong. ‘The reason is that all steam- 
ers going from Hongkong to Can- 
ton are scheduled to depart between 
‘9 and 10 at night, and there is no 
train running from Hongkong to 
Canton at night. It is, therefore,

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A GREAT GERMAN 


STATESMAN 
Oct. 7. 
It is not too much to say that 
Europe's loss through the death 
of Dr, Stresemann is second only 
to Germany's, If proof of this 
tbe needed, we have only to com- 
Pare the relationships between 
Germany and the other Powers 
a8 they were when he took office 
As Foreign Minister with what 
‘they are to-day. In 1923 the 
grotesque depreciation of the 
mark, due to deliberate, unbrid- 
led use of the printing pres: 
‘the French occupation of 
Ruhr; and Germany's passive re- 
sistance, withits ultimate break- 
down, had left on the one side 
sullen resentment, on the other 
A general fecling of misgiving 
and suspicion. If there were 
those who thought that France 
was going too far, others won- 
dered gloomily what Germany 
would ultimately do, and reeall- 
ed the fate of the peace of 
Amiens with forebodings of a 
Parallel in the present century. 
Looking back now, it is easy to 
say that this period was part 
vf the inevitable aftermath of 
war; but that it has been so 
happily survived is unquestio 
ately due to the genius, devotion 
and great-heartedness of one 
man, Dr, Stresemann had a 
double task to perform. He had 
to persuade his countrymen that 
must face their destiny like 
3 and he had to persuade 
Allied Powers that that 
as defined at the 
Versailles Conference, was more 
than any country could be ex- 
pected to bear. Above all, he 
had to dispel that combined r 
mntment and suspicion which 
was good neither for Germany 
nor for Europe, Nothing short 
of the volume of his life which 
will presently appear would be 
enough to show all the steps by 
which he reached his goal. But 
undoubtedly the success of the 
Locarno conference was at least 
a8 much due to Dr, Stresemann 
as to some others who reaped 
from it such laurels; and it is a 
very great tribute to his work 
in general that before his death 
he should actually have complet 
ed arrangements for the removal 
‘of foreign troops from German 
Soil, These are the outward and 
visible signs of a new spirit in 
Burope, which emboldens us to 
feel ‘that the war is indeed a 
thing of the past, A new feeling 
of confidence and understanding 
ig rising above the misgivings 
and prejudices of the past. Such 
ig: the legacy left by the great 
German statesman, who had no 
thought for himself, nor for the 
repeated warnings’ of doctors 
and friends, in comparison with 
the work he had found to do, 
and did.

race. This proud people that, 
under varying yames, such as 
‘the Khitans of Kitai (from, 
which title we get the name, 
Cathay,) Nuchen or Kin Tartars, 
which, translated into European 
language, became the Golden 
Horde, a fierce tribe that fixed 
its camp on the Volga and do- 
minated Russia for more than a 
hundred years, is now so poor 
that there is none to do them 
reverence. The influx of Chi- 
nese emigrints has swamped 
them as the flowing tide of set- 
tlers from Europe swamped the 
Red Indians in America, The 
tofibs of their dead Emperors 
are the only remaining monu- 
ment of their greatness and the 
greater number of these are in 
Chihli and not even in Man- 
ch 

But to return to the story of 
the Book. In 1821 the British 
& Foreign Bible Society decided 
to issue the New Testament in 
the Manchu tongue. They en 
trusted the translation to. a 
Russian student in the National 
College in Peking, an  institu- 
tion the farseeing Russian 
statesmen of that day had es- 
tablished there under the terms 
of the treaty of Kiakhta (1727). 
This man, Stepan Lipoftsoff, 
worked at the task in a desul- 
tory fashion but did not suc- 
ceed in bringing his task to 
completion, In 1893 the Society 
employed George Borrow, as one 
of its agents, and instructed him 
to study Manchu with a view to 
completing the translation. Bor- 
row was one of the most re- 
markable men that ever lived 
and, to this day, the vicissitudes 
of his chequered life are a con- 
tinual source of interest and 
speculation to biographers. Born 
in Norfolk in 1803 he followed 
his father’s peregrinations. a3 
he moved with his regiment of 
militia, from place to place. He 
had a remarkable talent for lan- 
guages and “picked up”, while 
still a youth, a knowledge of 
Irish, French, Danish, Latin, 
Greek and even Romany, the 
patois of the Gypsy tribe the 









































world over. Before his death 
he was said to be familiar with 
some thirty languages. He 


wrote English in a style as pure 
as the greatest masters of our 
but though’ he was a 
he had a penchant for 
wandering and, to the end of 
his days, was more at home in 
@ gypsy tent on a moor than in 
a comfortable home. The gypsies 
adopted him as a blood brother 
and gave him the name “Laven- 
gro", which is also the title of 
is best known book, and means 
‘ord-master.” A ‘master of 
Tanguages he certainly was and, 
having set to work on Manchu, 
without even a grammar of the 
language, he reported, in two 
months, that he could read it 
with a fair amount of facilit 
In another month he was criti- 
cizing the style -of Lipoftsoft’s 
translation and, being -sent to 
St. Petersburg, he rescued’ the 
type, which he found buried in 
mud on the floor of -a cellar, 
trained two stupid workers to 
set up the type and produced 
the book of which two copies 
are, as has been said, still in 
existence. The printed volumes 
were sent to China and a num- 
ber of copies distributed by the 
late Dr. Edkins and other mis- 
sionaries. All further. history 
of the book is engulfed in the 
seas of trouble that have so 
often swept over China . since 
‘those days. The two orphan 
volumes in the library must 





















often have been in danger of. 


being thrown on the scrap heap 
by some over zealous coolie on 
the rampage with his duster 
but, fortunately, they were not. 
Another chapter has still to be 
added to their strange story. 

In faraway Turkestan there 
are a few missionaries of the 
Inland Mission who roam over 
2 territory as large a Borrow’s. 
own Spain, carrying the gospel 
to the nomad tribes who inhabit 
that sparsely populated territory. 
‘One of them found certain tribes 
numbering, he estimates, about 
30,000 souls, and speaking and 
reading nothing but Manchu, 
He wrote to the British and 
Foreign Bible Society here re- 
questing 2 consignment of New 
Testaments in Manchu. The 
two discarded volumes sprang 
into life again. An edition was 
printed from their pages 
Mr. Hunter reports that it is! 
Deing understood with ease by 
people who have surely little 
else to read, After nearly a 
hundred years the dead book has 
come to life and is once more 
going about doing good. This 
raises the question, When is a 
book dead?. Well, the Egyptian 
hieroglyphies were dead for 
about $,000 years until the 
Rosetta stone was discovered 
and Champollion found the key 
that unlocked the mystery of 
their meaning. A wonderful 
thing is language and a wonder- 
ful book is the New Testment. 











THE SINO-RUSSIAN 
DEADLOCK 


Oct. 

Are China and Russia at war: 
Seeing how long the deadlock 
has continued, now nearly threo 
months, the question may seem 
to have only an academic inter- 
est. But it cannot be without its 
importance to the settlement 
which we suppose will be reach- 
ed some day. Warlike acts have 
occurred which, in the case of 
any other disputants, must have 
led to war on a full scale. With 
due allowance for flights of 
poetic imagination, there seems 
no question but that property 
has been destroyed and not a 
few lives lost. In the fighting 
round Manchuli on October 3 
and 2, the Chinese estimates of 
those killed on both sides run to 
several hundreds, 200 dead, the; 
say, on China’s side and many 
more, they think, on Russia's. 
Even if this be an exaggeration, 
the encounter appears to have 
been much more than the 
sporadic raiding we heard of in 
August, At Suifenho early in 
September the casualties were 
few but the station and some 
buildings were destroyed and the 
Soviet aeroplanes pursued their 
bombing some forty miles along 
the railway to Muling. These 
things will have to be reckoned 
in the settlement and cannot but 
add to its difficulties. 

Between the mutual accusa- 
tions of Russians and Chinese, 
as to which was the aggressor, 
probabilities point to the Soviet 
troops. Unless Russia mi 
war in earnest, the strength of 
China, like Egypt's in old days, 
is to sit still. At least one can 
conceive no possible advantage 
for her in raiding Russian ter- 
;, and the alleged exploits 
of “White Guards” sound a little 
mythical, On the other hand, it 
appears more than a coincidence 
that each renewal of raiding 
should have followed closely on 
reports of negotiations, for a 
while” supposedly going well, 
then ending in the old deadlock. 
And every raid has been severer 
than the last. It is conjectured 
that Russian policy is one of 
what might be called progressive 
intimidation, a gradual tighten- 
ing of the serew, a clearer in- 
dieation of what war would be 
if it came in real earnest; the 
particular object being to coerce 
Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang to 
come to a settlement independ- 












































ently of Nanking. Viewed by 
this theory, the exceptional 





severity of Jast week's raid at 
‘Manchuli might mean that Mos- 
cow thought the moment pro- 
pitious to detach Marshal Chang 
from Nanking when the latter 
has its hands full with the revolt 
of ‘Chang Farkuei and the Re- 
organizationists. 

It will be remembered that at 
the end of July Marshal Chang 
did very nearly arrive at the 
outlines of a settlement with 
Russia, This was rejected by 
Nanking and he acquiesced, To 
expect him to coneluded, on his 
own account, an ‘agreement 
which would open the railway 
again, is a very. big matter. Tt 
would certainly imply in fact, 
if not in name, a declaration of 
independence of Nanking, and it 
may be doubted whether Mukden 
is prepared for so extreme a 
step. At the same time, Chinese 
merchants in Manchuria are 
suffering greatly from "the 
closure of the railway and loss 
of the Dalbank, end are taid to 
be flooding Mub’ew with  peti- 
tions that something may be 
done; and the friendly reception 
aiven by Mukden to Dr. Welling- 
ton Koo, who concluded the 1924 
agreement with M. Karakhan, 
has naturally excited many spe- 
culations, Looking at the ques- 
tion from a detached point of 
view, one cannot but be impress- 
ed Uy the woeful wastage and 
uselessness of this long drawn 
quarrel. Nanking may be per- 
fectly right in thinking that 
Russia does not mean to make 
war. But it is equally certain 
that she suffers far less than 
China by the deadlock or we 
may be sure that she would have 
taken foreible means to end it 
many weeks ago, Apart frota 
business considerations, the dis- 
pute cannot fail sooner or later 
to react politically on China’s 
internal affairs, To settle it 
may entail some sacrifice of 
the position hitherto taken by 
Nanking, but, from a patriotic 
point of view, that would be 
more than outweighed by the 
tremendous advantage of lessen- 
ing possible complications at a 
time when so much is to be 
gained by the National Govern- 
ment’s consolidating its position. 


















THE FUTURE OF 


SHANGHAI 
Oct. 9. 


Readers will recall that last 
week we reproduced an article 
by Mr. W. E. Leveson on extra- 
territoriality and the future of 
Shanghai, and added some com- 
ments of our own, This has 
brought us some of the advance 
proofs of a book by Di. Ching- 
Liu Hsia on “The Status of 
Shanghai,” which Messrs. Kelly 
& Walsh are shortly to publish: 
the proofs sent us deal parti- 
cularly with the questions that 
were touched on last week. Dr. 
Hsia is a Bachelor of Science of 
Glasgow and Doctor of Philoso- 
phy of Edinburgh University, 
and he writes with so much 
breadth of vision that his book 
should be valuable even if we 
do not always agree with him. 
It is interesting to see that Dr. 
Hsia pitehes on the Mixed Court 
riots of 1905 as the first tangible 
evidence of feeling among the 
Chinese that they were entitled 
to some part in the management 
of Shanghai. Till then he thinks 
this idea meant nothing to them, 
although as early as 1863, wher 
the new Land Regulations were 
being considered, Sir Frederick 
Bruce advocated that Chinese 
in the International Settlement 
should participate in its govern- 
ment. Now, by a series of steps 
too long to’ enumerate here, we 
have reached a point at which 
every thinking Chinese considers 
himself entitled to the same 
rights as foreigners, while “there 
ig the extreme Chinese opinion 
which advocates immediate and 
unconditional retrocessfon.” Dr. 
Hsia says that he has not. 
thought that the latter view 



























come within the scope of his 
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monograph. We regret this, he- 
cause it has.an immensely im- 
portant bearing on the whi 
question, In China the tail too 
often wags the dog. Dr. Hsia 
says very truly that, in Shang- 
hai, “each national group builds 
a wall round itself,” but he does 
not scem to see why. One may + 
doubt whether he realizes that 
events like the confiscation of 
the Sheng Kung-pao fortune 
make even the best friends of 
China feel that the vast inter- 
ests centred in Shanghai must 
still be safeguarded at all- costs 
from the clutches of politicians. 


But in justice to Dr. Hsia his 
scheme for the future of Shang- 
hai is designed to allow as little 
space as may be for political 
meddling. He advocates the re- 
organization of the Chinese 
Municipality of Greater Shang- 
hai “on @ representative basis 
in accordance with the declared 
Policy of the Chinese Govern- 
ment and the Kuomintang”; “a 
popular municipality along’ the 
Jines of the City Council Plan is 
to Be preferred to the present 
municipal government under an 
officially appointed — executive 
mayor responsible to the Central 
Government alone.” From this 
beginning, “greater and closer 
co-operation” with the French 
and International Councils 
should be sought, “in all matters 
of common interest,” such a3 
sanitation, conservancy, harbou: 
control, telephones, trams, li 
cences, ete., “especially with a 
view fo eventual amalgamation 
and unification of all. three 
municipalities into one great ad- 
ministration for the whole of 
Shanghai.” In the International 
Settlement, Dr. Hsia says, tho 
existing form’ of government 
should be recast so as to bring 
it into line with that prevailing 
outside its boundaries, The 
nature and status of the Shang- 
hai Volunteer Corps would have 
to be modified and defined and 
there must be provision for “an 
carly reorganization of the police 
of the Settlement to bring about 
8 gradual nationalization of tho 
force”: both these points need 
more explanation than Dr. Hsin 
gives, At the end of ten 0 
fifteen years the three munici 
palities should unite and “it is 
hoped that this great administ 
tion may retain for a number of 
years to come a foreign element 
in the administration.” ‘The 
whole fabric would be sanction- 
ed by Government mandate. ‘The 
ideal sought is “a great and 
strong municipality” of “suffici- 
ent autonomy....free from un- 
necessary interference” to “de- 
velop and fulfil its own destiny. 



























































It will generally be agreed, w 
think, that this sketch contains 
the germ of the only sound solu- 
tion for the Shanghai question. 
It has the merit of gradualness, 
which is essential; and it puts 
the control of the district into 
the hands of those to whom it 
properly belongs, namely, the 
people of the district. But would 
the National Government agree 
to it? In its present mood, or 
rather in the present state of 
influence unduly exercised by 
persons in the background, it is 
most unlikely that they would. 
China is still in a condition in 
which things are done in the 
name of the Government which 
their best representatives un- 
doubtedly disapprove but which 
they appear powerless to avert. 
‘This is perhaps inevitable for 
the time being, a stage that will 
pass. But while it lasts, it calls 
for the greatest, circumspection 
and caution, The immediate 
danger arising from it és that 
the National Government will be 
rushed into making extreme de- 
mands regarding Shanghai and 
although the Powers might not 
agree to all of them, there is 
no assurance that they would 
not concede enough to cripple 
Shanghai for many years, if not 
irreparably. ‘That is why we 
venture to urge that the Muui- 























cipal Council, must take the 
initiative in considering and 
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drafting a plan for its own 
destiny, which it will then by 
every moans at its disposal press 
upon the favourable attention 
of the Powers, Hitherto all the 
attacking has been left to the 
Chinese. It is time that foreign 





interests roused themselves to|- 


develop line of action on their 

own account, There is all.the 
greater need of this in that a 
disposifion appears on the part 
of some Governments to treat 
the Council as hardly more:thaa 
a glorified ways and means com- 
mittee, In the matter of the 
Provisional Court, for instance, 
the Council has received an in- 
timation that this is not a mat- 
ter in which it can interfere. 
Now the plain fact is that the 
Couneil is Shanghai: it derives 
its authority from the ratepay- 
ers, and no other body in exist- 
ence can give it orders; nor is 
there anything affecting the 
peace and order of the Settle- 
ment from which it can be ex- 
truded or in respect of which it 
may not justly demand consulta- 
tion and attention, This may 
not have been the intention 
eighty years ago, but it is a fact 
of to-day, the inevitable outcome 
of a perfectly natural train of 
events, It is taken for granted 
that this state of affairs cannot 
continue indefinitely. But th> 
devolution from one state to 
another will never be achieved 
with satisfaction and justice to 
all interests concerned by the 
present policy of passively wait- 
ing upon events, 
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THE DOUBLE TENTH 
Oct. 10. 

There is no foreigner in China 
to-day but wishes her well, on 
the celebration of the Double 
‘Tenth, He may not agree with 
all that‘is done in her name, nor 
with all that her rulers seek to 
do for her. He may even sigh 
for “the good old days,” oblivi- 
ous now of the many grievances 
they brought him. But he un- 
derstands perfectly well that 
those days are gone, not to re- 
turn. Among all the criticism 
of events that one hears from 
Chinese friends there is no trace 
of the least inclination to aban-

een years ago, If the change 
has not had the.success that was 
expected of it, there is no weak- 
ening in the determination that

begun to, ply, China’s .credit 
abroad has been improved, 


education stimulated, the posi- 
tion of women quite wonderfully 
enhanced, And there is also a 
feeling that the men in power 
have learnt much by the very 
fact of being in power and h: 
gained a new conception of their 
responsibilities. ‘There is imper- 
fection everywhere, but in view 
of the colossal nature of the 
task, that is less remarkable 
than what has actually been 
managed. Crises have somehow 
been survived, by methods which 
cannot fairly be judged withon:

Ideal solutions are 
seldom to be had, certainly not 
in a country the size of China, 
still shaken with the remnants 
of avast upheaval.

Things 
have been done which ought not 
to have been done, things left 
undone which should have been 
done, and a good deal of energy 
is spent on things which to the 
onlooker appear unessential. But 
through it all there is the feel-

One defect in the present 
system appears obvious, urgent- 
ly in need of remedy if the Na- 
tional Government is to ha 
that support in public opinion 
which is so necessary for good 
results, We do think that some 
form of constitution should be 
introduced with the least pos- 
sible delay.

vide these men with some con- 
stitutional moans of expressing 
themselves. It is to the credit 
{of the Kuomintang that this 
large body of instructed public 
‘opinion exists. Thefr’s was the 
initiative and effort by which it 
was born out of the passive 
nequiescence of old China. The 
period of political tutelage does 
not date from its proclamation 
‘a few months ago. It is at least 
eighteen years old and more, and 
already contains lively elements 
‘of democratic activity. Let not 
the Kuomintang neglect this 
valuable weapon which they 
themselves have forged. 

















THE POPULARITY 


CONTEST 
Oct. 11. 

‘The Chinese Lepers Mission is 
a charity which commands the 
respect and support of humani- 
tarian persons who feel for the 
disabled and miserable leper 
whose malady once made them 
veritable pariahs but who to- 
day can be cured and made 
whole. There was a time when 
‘a leper was shunned as some- 
thing unclean, whose very health 
carried with’ it the omen of 
death. To-day, we know that 





5 {leprosy is a curable disease and 


physicians and social workers 
are fighting prejudice and ignor- 
ance, in a constant battle 
to bring curative measures to 
the lepers and to prevent others 
from contracting an unspeak- 
ably loathsome disease. Too 
much cannot be said in praise 
of this work or of the 
men and women who devote 
themselves to it. 

It is most unfortunate there- 
fore that those who manage the 
Lepers Mission should have been 
foreed to resort to a Coney I 
land and a so-called “Popularity 
Contest” to finance their activ 
ties. There is surely a more 
dignified and safer "method ‘of 
finding the ‘money for suck “a 
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glorious work, Had this enter- 
ise been altogether successful, 
one might have passed it by as 
fan aberation of the over-aml 
tious, who 
able organizations, but the “Pop- 
ularity Contest,” has aroused 
so much criticism among decent 
Chinese and foreigners and 
has led to so much unsportsman- 
like gossip and reerimination 
that we can only express the 
hope that no one will attempt 
such a thing again in Shanghai, 
lest it reflect unfavourably oa 
all charities. 


In the first place the “Popu- 
larity Contest” was nothing of 
the sort. It was a contest in 
salesmanship. The person 
selling the most tickets would 
win the car. The most popular 
young ladies might not even be 
able to sell one ticket, there is 
such a thing as shyness in Chi- 
nese womanhood. Finally, two 
of the contestants reached the 
top through sheer salesmanship. 
Apparently, the second on the 
list was assisted by the third 
on the list, who made a present 
of her tickets. We cannot sil 
in judgment over this proce- 
dure. We do not know whether 
it was the thing to do or not. 
‘The committee in charge, how- 
ever, accepted the tickets and 
they’ were counted. The first 
Indy protested against her de- 
feat with the result that the 
question was submitted to arb: 
tration. The arbitrators con- 
ted of three lawyers, Messrs. 
Kiang, Rodger and ‘Preston, 
They awarded the motor-car to 
Miss Elsie Kwok and held that 
Miss Yun was within her rights 
to present her tickets to Miss 
Kwok. There the matter should 
have ended. Neither Miss Kwok 
nor Miss Yu, the protestant, are 
benefited by the public acknow- 
ledgment of their ability as 
saleswomen. Miss Kwok is the 
daughter of Mr. Kwok Bew of 
Wing On; Miss Yu is the 
daughter of Mr. Yu Ya-ching, 
Both must be regarded as pub- 
lie-spirited young ladies who 
sold tickets to assist the Lepers 
Mission and not because they:

Although there may have bee 
some misunderstanding when 
the vote was first counted, 
sportsmanship demands that the 
itrators’ award should be ac- 
cepted as final.

work by party politicians. ‘Tho 
sphere of party politics in the 
Jocal affairs of the Mother Coun- 
try and the Dominions would 
have to be defined. The affairs 
of the Empire, as a whole, are, 
‘or should be, outside the 
of local party squabble 
gne section has made the Em- 
‘Dire, no one section can rule it. 
Simple as that may seem, the 
dea has not yet penetrated the 
minds of a large number cf 
fotitictans, who eannot imagine 

body functioning without the 
Jabel of a party. 


If an Empire Counc! to 
gome into being, there must be 
rank and cheerful co-operation 
not only between political par- 
ties,_but also between the con-

There must be no suggestion that 
Britain should in any way dom- 
ineer over, or exploit, the do- 
jninions overseas. Both in the 
‘Mother Country ‘and the Do- 
minions, people interpret “home 
velopment” and “internal 
fairs” in far too narrow a 
sense, In every case, our true 
interests are those of the Em- 
pire as a whole, just as though 
‘we were all one continent  in- 
stead of being scattered over the 
face of the earth, We need to 
id ourselves at times of the 
geographical point of view and 
Jeoncentrate upon the larger con- 
seption. It is aims and ideals 
which count for union or dis- 
union, rather than spatial near- 
or remoteness.

‘The Cause of Dear Rice 


One can enly be thankful that 
the price of rice has come down a 
little in the past few days. Still, 

the price quoted in our 
yesterday for the best 
is enormous; at least 
twice what would have been con- 
sidered very dear twenty years 
ago. This question is one of 
portance to foreigners as well as to 
Chinese, sinee it inevitably reacts on 
labour and food prices all round. 
‘The Rice Guild advocates importa- 
tion of rice from Indo-China and 
Burma. ‘The latter country has 
been losing some of its European 
‘markets and should be able to sup- 
ply plenty of rice at reasonable 
rates. Indo-China rice is not so 
much to the taste of the Chinese as 
their own rice because, we are. 
told, so much more of it is required 
to give that distended feeling which 
is the proper culmination of an 




















adequate meal. But the cheaper 
price ought to overcome such 
objections. The Rice Guild is 


stated in the Chinese Press to have 
been making recommendations to 
the Government on how China is to| 
produce more rice, The scheme 
Outlined includes improvement of 
waler-ways to facilitate shipment 
lof rico; better agricultural meth- 
‘ods; reclamation of waste land; 
and storage of rice in fat years 
against the needs of the lean.

It is extremely disappointing that

‘The Lunar Calendar 

An interesting mandate issued by 
the Nanking Government relative 
to the adoption of the solar instead 
of the lunar calendar is important 
‘because of the intention to put the 
latter hors la loi beginning with 
the New Year.

solar calendar in order to be 
recognized as valid by the Chinese 
courts of law. It is to be expected 
that the change will eause no little 
inconvenience to the Chinese, espec- 
fally in the interior where there 
is little or no experience of the 
more generally accepted foreign 
system, and it is more than likely 
that the courts will have some 
particularly knotty points to. un- 
ravel before the system is complete- 
ly in working order.

Fares in the 'Fifties 

The high cost of living in Shang- 
hai, compared with the “good old 
days,” admits of little argument. 
‘The ‘cost, however, of coming out 
and going back, either to England 
or America, has almost inconceiv- 
ably decreased 2s compared with 
the early days. Glaneing through 
“The Shanghai Almanac” for the 
year 1859, printed by the “North- 
China Herald,” and apparently the 
predecessor of the present Hong 
List, a lict of fares is yiven from 
Shanghai .to Southampton . that

Cast or Casted? 


‘An Association for the study of 
English has recently been started 
in Hongkong and not long ago Mr.

IN MACAO 


Authorities Effect Striking 
‘Transformation

Macao, Sept. 30. 

Almost’a year has elapsed since| 
a disastrous fige took place among| 
the matshed homes of thousands of| 
the poorest classes at Macao, and) 
where the burnt-out homes of these} 
miserable people stood there may| 
now be seen hundreds of respectable, 
clean homes of bricks and stone. 
‘The transformation has been| 
brought about by the solicitude| 

isplayed by the Portuguese auth- 
orities at Maeno. The Portuguese| 
Government handed over the sites 
for the new homes, raised the level: 
of the land by several feet, provided| 
for suitable drainage, and contribut- 
ed the sum of $40,000 to a fund 
raised for the purpose of building, 
the new homes. Other contributions 
were received mainly through the 
efforts of Mme. Tamagnini Barbosa 
and a number of willing helpers 
among the Chinese residents of the 
colony. 

‘The shacks that oceupied the site 
before the conflagration took place 
had been put up mainly by Chinese 
refugees from districts close to 
Macao, vietims of bandits and Red 
persecution for some years. To 
their numbers were added many 
‘more who had lost their homes in| 
‘& fire which had broken out some| 
years previously on the slopes of| 
a hill behind tho ruins of St. 
Paul’s Church, and others who had| 
to be removed when it became| 
necessary to fill in the land on which| 
the Macao Raco Course stands to-| 
day. In this manner, thousands of| 
poor Chinese people "were huddled| 
together in matsheds built by them-| 
selves or by charitable institutions. 
Alll the authorities could do was to| 




















maintain some semblance of order! 
among the huts and make some 
attempt at cleaning the place. The| 


situation was always dificult and 
the authorities were both to take 
any drastic ‘out of considera 
tion for the poor condition of the| 
peop’ residing on this exte sive 
piece of Iand. ‘The site was close to| 
the Barrier Gate at Macao, on| 
ground reclaimed from the sea in| 
connection with the Macao Port| 
Works developments in the Inner| 
Harbour. 

‘A Disastrous Fire 


‘On October 8, 1928, through the| 
carelessness of an old woman, while| 
carrying out devotions before a| 
shrine, a hut was sot on fire. The 
flames spead rapidly among the| 
loosely and irregularly built hovels, 
and in less than an hour almost one| 
thousand homes were completely| 
destroyed. ‘The various charitable] 
Institutions of the colony of Macao| 
did all within thelr power to relieve 
the distress of the victims of the| 
conflagration, and the Governm 
contributed liberally towards rolief 
‘work. 

‘A fow days later, a meeting was| 
held at the instance of Mme. Barbosa. 
at Government House, when the 
whole colony was invited to co- 
operate in building a sufficient} 
number of brick and stone houses 
in the same place. The Government} 
of the colony undertook to provide] 
the land and raise it to a suitable] 
level and make the proper arrange-| 






































relief works ‘that were necessary 
immediately after the conflagration: 
Since then, construction has pro-| 
ceeded as rapidly as possible, and at 
the present time accommodation in 
comfortable homes has been pro- 
vided for all those who have applied 
for help. 

Not long ago, a pretty ceremony 
took place at the site of the fire and 
the Chinese community presented, 
to the acting Governor of the colony, 
Dr. Joao de Magalhaes, their thanks 
to the Portuguese authorities for 
jeitude.

that the hospital is entirely de- 
pendent on the generosity of sever- 
al prominent Chinese gentlemen in 
‘Ningpo and Shanghai, and that it 
opens annvaily from May to Octo- 
ber, during the period when cholera 
and dysentery are prevalent. The 
doctors in attendance are Dr. C. F. 
Yang, Dr. V. L Fu, and Dr. T. S. 
Tong. Only patients suffering from 
cholera or dysentery are admitted, 
‘but there are no hospital charges, 
treatment being entirely free. Dur- 
ing the summer months of this ye 
five thousand outpatients and. one 
thousand in-patients received treat- 
ment.

The opinion was expressed by 
police officials that the robbery was 
carried out by foreigners and this 
substantiated by a fact which 
came to light late in the afternoon 
when Mr. A. L. Penning of Messrs, 
Boyes, Bassett & Co. called at 
Messrs. Ulimanns and informed the 
police that a Chinese employee of 
his firm, who was on duty at the 
front of the shop, observed three 
foreigners—he thought 
Russians—walk past» Mi 
manns on two oecastor 
12.30, He noticed them particularly 
they glanced towards the latter 
store, Moreover, jewellers are al 
ways on the lookout for such in 
cidents, ‘The men were not well 
dressed and he is doubtful whether 
hhe could identify them.

Major Geérard Enters on His 
New Duties 


Major F. W. Gerrard, who was 
recently appointed Commissioner of 
Police to suceeed Capt, E. I. M. Bar- 
rett, has assumed his duties. 

It will be remembered that the 
Council in accepting Capt, Bar 
rett's resignation expressed its ap- 
preciation of his long service which 
extended over a period of 22 years. 

‘Major Gerrard was seconded from 
India by the British Government in 
May this year for the purpose of 
investigating the organization of 
the Police Force and to advise the 
Couneil in regard thereto.

Figures that Stagger Imagina« 
-tion: Dr. Chatley’s Lecture 


Dr. H. Chatley in addressing thd 
Quest Society at the: first. meeting 
of the’ session on October % 
spoke on the subject of stellae 
distances, He explained how the 
istance of the Moon was found, by, 
simultancous observations from 
different points on the Earth and 
how the strength of the sunlight 
reflected from the Moon enabled 
an approximate estimate of thd 
distance of the Sun to be made, He 
spoke of the known propor= 
tionate distanecsgof the planets 
from the Sun aid described how 
simultaneous observations of Mats, 
Venus and Eros, when nearest to 
the Earth, from different places on 
the Earth enabled the Sun’s dis~ 
tance to be computed. The ap- 
parent immobility of tho stars in 
spite of the Barth's huge annual 
swing of 200 million miles indicates 
their immense distance and he des- 
cribed how eventually the distances 
of the nearest stars were found by, 
observation of tae small annual di 
placements. ‘The method of co 
parative “parallaxes” for near and 
distant stars and the method of 
deducing the orbits of double stars 
was then described and. reference 
was made to the velocities in the 
Tine of sight derived from the 
spectroscope which when compared 
with the cross motions indicated 
roughly the distances of stars. 

Until 1913 the only other avail- 
able method of extending these re- 
its was by assuming that alt 
‘tars resembled the Sun in, light and 
dimensions. The nearest ones (‘ive 
light years away or say 30 million 
million miles) do roughly compat 
‘ed to the Sun, but there is a lot of 
variation in individuals, Sinco 
1013 new methods based on the 
study of the spectra of the stars 
have enabled fair estimates as te 
temperature, size nnd luminosity, to 
bo made from which, together with 
the observed magnitudes, the dist, 

Tt has alse 
mn found possible actually to men= 
sure the diameters of few stars, 
The rogular variation in the light 
of certain pul stars called 
Cepheids has also 
to be made of the distances of very, 
distant groups and nebulae,

It appears that the Sun is am 
average sized member of a group 
‘of some 90,000 million stars, of

® year’s travel in Manchuria, He 
‘settled in Newchwang and from 





1017 to 1922, he continued his re- 
search work, using Newchwang as 
is headquarters, but travelling ex- 
tensively throughout Chin 

In 1922, he removed to ‘Tientsin 
where he engaged in medical prac- 
tice and bacteriological research. 
Here Dr, Fernbach succeeded in is0- 
lating the specific orga 
is responsible for the. deter 
of commercial liquid egg yolk, a 
matter of great interest to mer- 
chants at that time. From 1923 
to 1924, he was a special technical 
investigator for the Chineso Gov- 
ernment Salt Revenue. At the 
same time, he contributed frequent- 
ly to the “Peking & Ticntsin Times,” 
‘and also wrote “A. China's Primer 
of Things Chinese” in light verse 
‘which was  subsquently published 
by the Tientsin Press, Ltd, and 
had a great success. 

Returning to. Shanghai in May, 
1925, he engaged in bacteriological 
‘work in association with the Che- 
imieal Laboratory, For awhile, he 
was on the staf of the “China 
Journal of Science and Arts,” and 
in 1926 he started “The Town Tra- 
veller.” In March, 1927, Dr. Fern- 
bach joined the editorial sta of

As outlined in a recent review the 
mint at Hangehow is likely to con-|

ESTATE MARKET 


Land values are becoming such 
that the rental of a detached 
vyesidence is gradually advancing to 
a point above what the average 
man wishes to pay if he desires 
to remain fairly close to town. The 
zone of cheaper rentals is. steadily 
advancing westward and within 
this zone, where land has become 
too valuable for the residence, rises 
the apartment building of eight to 
10 or 12 storeys to accommodate 
him at reasonable rates.

SHARE REDUCTION OF 
SHANGHAI DOCK 


‘The Shanghai Dock & Engincer- 
ing Co, petitioned the British 
‘Supreme Court on October 8 to con- 
firm the resolutions passed by th2 
company at a recent mecting to 
reduce their eapital from Tis, 4,177,- 
000 to Tis. 2,785,000. 

‘The petition was presented by Mr. 
A. E. Seddon on behalf of the com: 
pany and was granted by Judge, 








GW. King, 
In opening the ease for the com- 
pany, Mr. Seddon said, that the 


‘potition had been presented under 
Sections 47 and 48 of the 1911 Com- 
panies’ Ordinance, The procedure 
followed at the meeting was laid 
down by Sections 48-50 of the Local 
‘Companies’ Ordinance, and where 
‘there was no procedure laid down 
under these sections the procedure, 
of Article 53 had been followed. 
‘The petition, continued counsel, was 
supported by the affidavit of Mr. 
George Walter Shepherd, which was 
taken as read, 

‘There was no opposition by any 
of the creditors, continued Mr. Sed- 
don and he would ask that the 
‘petition be granted. 

‘The petition covered three points 
‘which were then read by counsel 
and are as follows:— 

(1) that the court should confirm 
‘the “reduction of the company’s 
enpital, (2). the approval of the 
‘minutes of the meeting and (8) that 
‘the court should confirm the removal 
‘of the words “and reduced” from 
the title of the company.

In the meantime it seems certaia 
that he has broken the non-stop 
record as he covered about 5,000 
miles before being forced down. 

‘A message from Harbin to Rengo 
says that when shortage of fuel 
forced Captain Costes to land at a. 
village “north of Tsitsihar on 
September 29 Chinese soldiers took’ 
him into eustody, believing him and. 
his companion Bellonte to be Soviet} 
military aviators, whereupon Gener- 
al Wan Fu-lin telegraphed to! 
‘Mukden announcing that his troops. 
had captured an enemy aeroplane 
and asking for instruction: 

‘This apparently was the reason| 
why a week passed before assurance| 
Jof the aviators’ safety reached the 
outside world. 

‘The two Frenchmen are reported 
to be living at present in General 
‘Wan Fu-lin’s yamen at Tsitsihar as: 
guests but they-have not yet been. 
permitted to proceed and, therefore,| 
the French Consul at Harbin went| 
to Tsitsihar for the purpose of| 
clearing up official obstacles and 
arrived there this morning.

In this year’s Schneider Cup race, 
the official timekeepers will use .an 
improved cinema apparatus which 
dispenses with stop-watches and 
uses a master tuning-fork as the 
measure of time.

Mrs. Willebrandt, after 
having been Assistant Atlorney- 
general for eight years, directly in 
charge of Prohibition eases, resign~ 
ed and left office on June 16 last, 
and her story of Prohibition, re- 
leased through one of the news 
agencies, ran for three weeks in a 
number ‘of papers throughout the 
country. ‘That these articles should 
have caused somewhat of a stir in 
all political *eamps was no more 
might be expected. - It would 
1 in Great Britain if 
, for example, were to 
give to the newspapers the “in- 
side” story of what took place at 
the Hague, or if the Secretary of 
India were to disclose the inner 
workings of the India Office. This 
has carefully read this Pro- 
hibition story, and, while he comes 
to the conclusion that Mrs. Wille- 
brandt is a brilliantly capable 
woman, he believes that what she 
thas done merely embodies more 
vital evidence that Prohibition is 
not only not being enforeed but 
that it is unenforceable.

hhas resulted in an imposing increase 
in the number of cars imported in 
‘Shanghai and it is felt by dealers in 
4 position to judge that the increase 














has just started. Several when 
interviewed were most optimistic 
regarding the futuce and this 
speaks for importers of — both 
English and American cars, as 
well as several dealing in’ ma- 
chines of European make. As one 


dealer put it, “The grourd up coun: 
try is open to the dealer who firs 
gets his line installed in the newly 
opened districts and shows the peo- 
ple that his machine is capable of 
standing up under the existing con- 
ditions. I have noted no specia! 
preference for English or American 
cars. They are becoming motor car 
conscious up country and the dealer

With the gradual approach of 
the football season some thoughts 
upon the early history of football 
many not be out of place, 

‘That football had a bad start in 
England is evidenced by the litera 
ture on the subject for we read 
that fans as late as four centuries 
ago had a good deal to contend 
with in order to lift their beloved 
sport out of the morass of ridicule 
and hatred into which it had sunk, 

‘We learn that Sir Thomas Elyot 
in the sixteenth centary felt obliged 
te warn all young gentlemen 
against this rough sport “wherein 
there is nothing but, beastly fury 
and extreme violence.” Hard words 
were these, but no doubt Sir 
‘Thomas had some reason for them 
in those days, 

‘A Mardering Practice 
When Shakespeare was a youth 
ing at Stratford, a Philip 
Stubbes wrote this very graphic 














“As concerning football playing, 
I protest unto you it may be calle 
ed a friendly kind of fight than a. 
play or recreation; a bloody and 
‘murdering practice than a fellowly 
sport or pastime. For doth not 
everyone lie in wait for his ad- 
versary, secking to overthrow him 
‘and to pick him on the nose’ 
so that by this means sometimes 
their necks are broken, sometimes. 
their tbacks, sometimes’ their legs, 
rometimes their arms, scmetimes 
‘ene part thrust out of joint, some 
times another, sometimes thelr noses 
gush out with blood, sometimes 
their eyes start out and sometimes 
hurt in one place and sometimes 
in another. ‘They have sleights to

From so animated a description 
fone can only conclude that the 
Peor unfortunate Stubbes had play- 
ced football and suffered from “these 
hundred sueh murdering devices,” 
For centuries the only eligibility 
rules in football were summed up 
in the saying “No gentleman plas 
this low down game! 


Head Used as Ball 

‘The story goes that organized 
games began in Chester, England, 
fon a festival occasion ‘when the 
head of an enemy Dane was used 
as the ball. ‘That could not have 
been later than the ninth century, 
and from that time on the game 
must have increased in popularity, 
for by the fourteenth century it 
had become a national problem and 
was prohibited hy royal edict. Not 
that the King worried very much 
for the bumps and bruises of his 
subjects, but he saw that it was 
diverting the people from the 
practice of archery, and he needed 
plenty of skilled archers to cope 
with his encmies. Thus football 
became 20 popular that even the 
nation’s safety was in danger! 

However, the people wanted foot 
ball and so new prohibitions were 

troduced periodically in the effort 
to stamp ont the evil. The last of

How to Restore and Keep It 


Velvet is being largely used in the 
‘autumn fashions. ‘women be-| 
ieve that the material, once damag- 
ed, can never be restored; but this 
is not the case, 

First of all -remember to buy’ 
genuine velvet. This guarantees 
the certainty of a good run for one’s 
money. Moreover, it promotes con- 
fidence 2s :9 subsequent treatment. 

‘The first essential of velvet-treat- 
‘ment is to store it properly. A 
strange fact about velvet is that 
most damage is done to it, not on 
our persons, but on the hanger, 


Beware of Moths 


‘There are many reasons why. The 
first is that most of us don’t use a 
hanger. Even when we do use one, 
‘we often omit to cover every vestige 
of the fabric with a protective 
shrocd. Some women store their 
velvet in drawers, some on chair- 
backs, some on table-tops, while a 
few go to the extreme of throwing 
velvets over bedrails!

With a little care this

THE IMPORTANCE 


A Dental Surgeon Writes 


Loveliness of features :s very 
desirable and depends more on 
well-kept regular teeth and well- 
exercised lips than, on anything 
else. The contours aiid colouring of 
the face are closely related to. a 
well-developed and  well-cared-for 
mouth. Nature's rale that perfect 
form follows proper funtion al- 
ways holds good. If the teeth 
are efficient and correctly used with 
well-chosen food, nutrition will: be 
perfect and general health good, 
the jaws will be well developed | 
and ‘the skin which covers them 
fine, soft, and of good texture and 
colouring. 

‘The first essential therefore is a 
set of sound and regular teeth, 
Any departure from the ‘normal 
should at once be put right, No 
face can ever be attractive where 
the lips stretch over protruding 
teoth, and the crowded tecth re- 
vealed when the lips part are far 
from beautiful. Both these condi- 
tions are very common, Protrading 
teeth are usually due to thumb 
sucking and the use of the eom- 
forter in babyhood, while crowded 
teeth result from failure of the 
igws to grow sufficiently to acco- 
niodate all the tooth, this in turn 
being due to imperfect nutrition or 
serious illness during childhood. 


Regulation in Childhood 


But the dentist can do wonders 
nowadays, and his ‘carefully con- 
structed regulating appliances will 
coax back prominent teeth oF 
widen the archer and abolish the 
crowded appearance.

A Few Useful Instructions 


Anyone about to take up the 
fascinating craft of embroidery 
work will find the following hints 
useful, as one or two things have to 





outfit, 

Scissors should be chosen with 
great care. It is really necessary 
for good work that scissors should 
have fine points which will make a 
‘clean snip; otherwise the cdges of 
the material wili pull and ravel and 
become very difficult to work. This 
is especially so with the coloured 
Tinens now so much in vorwe, since 
they are loosely woven. When not 
in use, 2 cork sheuld be provided for 
the scissor points, since even a 
slight fall will quickly blunt the 
points. 

For the same reassn, a stiletto 
should be bought which has an 
‘attachable case co that it may al- 
ways be protected when not in use. 
Needles should never bo allowed to 
remain in the material other than 
Jat working times, as spots of iron- 
mould are apt to appear, not to 
mention needle-marks. ‘The stiletto 
case forms a convenient safe in 
‘which to keop the needle. 

Reviving a Transfer 

It often happens tha: a favourite 
design is needed for a-further piece 
‘of embroidery, but the original 
transfer has almost faged away and 
new copies are out of print. 

‘When this oceurs, mix a solution 
eonsisting of equal parts of Reckitt’s 
blue and fine sagar with warm 
water, Lay the transfer out flat 
on.a hard sarface and with a fine 
brush paint over the lines of the 
design very carcfully with this 
solution. Allow it to dry, theroughly 
and then transfer the design on to
